Taft Proposition Embodied in 


Measure Exempte Mortgages 
from T aration.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 4.—Govern- 
ment loans on farm mortgages at low 
interest rates were proposed in a bill 
today by Representative Batherick of 
Ohio. The plan ovtlined ts to attain 
the same object as the “rural credits” 
«ystem proposed by President Taft. . 
The bill would provide for the es- 
tablishment of a treasury department 
bureau of farm iands, with a Waa 
commissioner appointed by the Presi- 
Gent. The Secretary of the Treasury 
would be authorized to raise funds 
for loaning to “bona fide tillers of the 
soll” on farm mortgages by the issue 
ef government bonds at not to exceed 
4 per cent. interest. The loans 
would be made on farms on which at

PROCESS OF THE LAW. 

The foreclosure proceedings were 
started before Judge Cole of Imperial 
Valley, September 13, 1909, by certain 
bondholders, the Title Insurance and 
Trust Company being trustee of the 
bends. It was brought at the request 
of the Southern Pacific as leading 
creditor. The case was transferred 
to Judge Bordwell’s court in April, 
1911, and it has been fought since 
with many angles. 

There has been no payment of tn- 
terest on the bonds since 1908. The 
California Development Company was 
losing money and was practically 
bankrupt. For the three months pre. 
ceding ‘the appointment of Col. W. H. 
Holabird as receiver, it lost $5000 a 
month. Money was advanced by the 
Southern Pacific, which took the De- 
velopment company’s notes.

Two things most people remember 
with a tenacious memory are the ship 
in which they sailed the seas and the 
playhouse where their deeper and 
better emotions were aroused. 

The currents of public opinion are 
very much like those of the ‘ocean; 
they sometimes carry the playhouse 
swiftly on to the harbor of Fame: 
they are turbulent and tempestuous 
as well, however, and skillful indeed 
must be the captain.at the tiller. 

Like a great hull on the ways, the 
new Morosco Theater.is about to be 
launched. Tomorrow night it will be 
christened. 

A careful survey of.this new bulld- 
ing, architecturally, marks the Moros- 
co Theater as the type of the 1913 
yhouse. It seems to fulfill, and 
that abundantly, the most exacting 
modern requirements. 

It is practically monolithic, being 
constructed of cement throughout, tn 
front, in the body of the house and 
in the actors’ and mechanics’ quar- 
ters. Wight exita on each side open 
into side alleys and permit of empty- 
ing the house in a few instants; the 
dressing-rooms are on concrete gal- 
leries leading to fire escapes in the 
rear. The scenery and chairs are 
practically all the wood in the bulld- 
ng. The safety of auiience and 
players is thoroughly taken care of 
and so is their comfort. 

The chairs used are of a new type, 
barrel-back. of great convenience, and 
thirty-two-inch spaces separate each 
row. 

Even the comfort of extra heavy 
patrons has been thought of. If you

The auditorium forms a _wite open 
fan arrangement of seats, Goth down- 
stairs and fm the galleries, that give 
an unobstructed view of the stage 
from every point, and brings the 
audience closer to the players than 
in any other theater. One can thus 
see well gestures and facial expres- 
sions and istinctly every werd. 

The teco is new and modern 
and departs from t lent canons 
of surcharged elumsy 
and meaningless. mech gray is the 


dominant color, soberly touched with | trees, 


dull gold and green bronze. Through- 
out the ‘body of the house the decora- 
tion in light green and old rose in flat 
tones is of extreme simplicity. In- 
stead of the figures of Apollo and the 
Muses ar symbolical. personages tire- 
some to the eye and artistically com- 
onplace, one sees only dignified 
otifs of classical design, relieved by 
a strorg frieze of Rubenesque cupids 
in relief encircling the stage,.high up 
in the soft shadows of diffused light. 
Hot or cold air is brought’ under 
each seat. The house is illuminated 
throughout by tndirect lighting, which 
blends the soft grays, relieved by gold 
with.the maroon tones of the plush 
curtain and of the upholstery.

Following the example of Euro- 
pean playhouses given exclusively to 
the production of the drama, the or- 
chestra pit will have no orchestra.

.Penhurst, Viceroy and Governor- 
General of India, who wag wounded 
in the shoulder by a bomb thrown 
from a housetop in the Chandal 
Chowk as he was making his state en- 
try into the city, now once more the 
capital of India, has practically re- 
covered from his wounds. 

The bomb struck the howdah of the 
elephant. on which he was riding. 
killing the bearer of the umbrella of 
P and narrowly missing injuring 
Lady Hardinge. 

The police surrounded the house 
and made several arrests. 

Many of the great native rulers and 
princes of India, most of them from 
the Punjab, were gathered there to 
see the restoration of Delhi to her 
ancient glory. Among both British 
and native officials the greatest tn- 
dignation i« felt at the attempted 
astassination of Baron Hardinge, who 
has been one of the most popular 
Viceroys in the history of British rule. 

Immediately after he was wounded 
Baron Hardinge was taken to a hos- 
pital in a motor car, while another

He had drawn and painted while at 
Yale, contributed cartoons to the college 
weekly and illustrations to various papers 
and children’s magazines, so when he de- 
serted science in favor of art the action 
was quite in the nature of things.
